cord of his Work and ' travels in 
thfe fiook of the Acts should be 
read ih cohhection with the letters 
that he wrote to the churt:hes tint 
he established. 


The incidents iH the Acts throw 


considerable light oil thd Eblslies, 
while the fepislles emphasize the 
nature of life and fellowship in the 
churches. 


When one reads the Epislld <.o 


Ihe Philippiahs it Is' worth -While 
10 remember that It was in Philip- 
pi that Paul 3nd Silas e.xpeiionred 
the imprisonment arid deliverance 
recorded ih Acts 16. It was there, 
also, thai Paul had his first elfec- 
live contacl in Europe when he 
obeyed the Macedonian csil (Acts 
19:0). There, too, he met Lydia, 
the "seller of purple," the firsl 
recorded Christian convert in Eu- 
rope, and among those whom Paul 
commended in Phllippians 4:3. 


Many passages

Epislle of four chapters have a 
deep and inllmale nole or Chris- 
tian comradeship 
and aspiralon. 


Considering how much of ouplh. 
'beauty, and intimacy! that Paul 
wrole in general in his Eplslles, 
1 Ihink perhaps .Phillppians reveals 
mosl of (Paul's Inner life.

•Why did Paul write the longesl

'Among oth- 
er things, it slales that Paul stay- 
ed 'there for a year and a half, 
and posstbly even longer (verses 
11 and 18) — an impressive matter 
concerning one who traveled much 
from place to place.
